REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the combination of "a wall 
anchor constructed from a plate like body having a mounting surface, a pair of leg 
portions each extending from the mounting surface from a location within the perimeter 
of the mounting surface, with the longitudinal axis of each leg portions being 
substantially normal to the mounting surface and having a channel along the axis; a 
covering portion formed from the mounting surface and at least one of the leg portions; 
an apertured receptor, at least one strengthening rib impressed in the body of the plate 
and a veneer tie disposed through said apertured receptor". There would be no reason 
to modify the prior art without relying in hindsight.
